but if you do, he iwore a great Oath, that he 
{hould not live agit Days after. Thus he, who 
had inventes Jron-Cages with Spikes for Prifoners 
of State, by the nghtcous Judgment of God, fhut 
himfelf up in one hittle better ; and he that had al! 
his Ragn been a Terror to others, ended his mife- 
rable Life by being, a Terror to himfelf.
